What if we should be attacked? How ready 


are we? The essential thing to keep in mind here 
ig that the much mouthed word “ preparedness” 
means readiness to meet a definite condition, the 
main facts of which can be foreseen and caleu- 


lated; for example, an attack operating overland 
through eastern Canada, or by striking at the 
Pacific const ports, or by seizing the Mississippi 
‘a8 an avenue for invasion, and so on. No very 
large army will drop on Chicago from the moon, 
and no one can get ready to meet the infamma- 
tion of a jingo’s fancy or to combat the lunacies 
of fear. It is not necessary either. What is 
needed is the intelligent spending of money. Very 
few of our militarist shouters ever call attention 
to the interesting sums that we have been and 
are now spending for military purposes.

ALKING west in the late after- 
noon on Oct, 21, we noticed that 
the sidewalk on the south side 
of the street was wet, while thet 
on the north side was dry. The 
walls of the buildings on the south side 
were wet and those on the north side dry. 
A man in the party called attention to 
the condition. He thought it had rained 
heavily on the south sidewalk, while the 
north sidewalk was outside the rain sone.

Chicago hae some sharply defined freak 
sterme. Prof. Cox of the Chicago weather 
bureau tells of a storm in November, 
in which fourteen inches of snow 
in South Chicago, while five miles 
away in Haleted street the Skies re- 
mained clear and the sun shone brightly.

peculiar to Chicago. What had happened 
wae this:

On 
Oct, 21 the records of the weather office 
show that the day was bright, the wind 
movement was light, and the relative 
humidity wee high. The air was carrying 
about as much moisture as it could 7 
at the prevailing temperature. 

The buildings on the south side of the 
street shaded the south pavement. The 
temperature of the stone fell. The air 
in contact with the stone waschilled. As 
cold air will held lesa water than warm 


tated on the stone. The north sidewalk 
wes as warm as 188 alr and no Gow fell 
on it. 


Noe doubt a great 3 persons noticed 
that afternoon that their wails were 
eweating. Perhaps the paper waa loos 
ened from some of the walls. If those 
persons noticed closely the walls which 
sweated were those on the north and east. 
The moisture on the wall was deposited 


the wall which caused the depoait. 
The condition can be prevented by ra- 
ing the temperature of the air, whereupon 
the air needs and therefore holds the 
moisture, or by raising the temperature 
of the wall. There are several ways of 
doing this, One is to place the radiators 
along the cold walls. Another is to build 
an air space in the walla. Another is to 
put plenty of insulation in the wall, and 
another to build the north and east walls 
thicker than those with less on 
to sweat.

Investigators reported there are whole- 
sale and retail “ fences "—receivers of 
stolen property—and these men direct the 
activities of burgiars on their staff. 

The business is as well organized as 
that of a great railroad company,” said 
Fletcher Dobyns, attorney for the com- 
mittee, “and the amount involved year- 
ly runs into of dollars.“ 

Mr. Dobyns reports on fifty 
fences have been obtained by the com- 
mission.
